WASHINGTON. (UP). Presi- 


dent Roosevelt for the second time 
within a week emphasized Ameri- 
can determination to pit her full 
strength against efforts to sub- 
stitute force for freedom in inter- 
national relations. 


In an address honoring celebra- 


tion of Pulaski day, Mr. Roosevelt 
reaffirmed the sentiments he ex- 
pressed last week in his Chicago 
discussion of international affairs. 
He paid tribute to Poland's strug- 
gle for freedom and cited it as 
typical .of the American ideal of 
free peoples. 


Mr. Roosevelt's address was na 
tionally broadcast in tribute to the 
Polish hero of the American revo- 
luUona^ry war, Gen. Casimir Pula- 
Bki.Speaking' as consultations went 
forward between American 
and 
British, diplomats looking toward 
a conference of signatories of the 
nine power pact concerning Japa- 
nese aggression in China, Mr, 
Roosevelt made a ringing defense 
of 
democracy 
and 
democratic 
ideals. 
"We as a nation seek spiritual 
union will all who love freedom," 
the 
president said. "Of many 
bloods and of diverse 
national 
origins we stand before the world 
today as one people united in a 
common determination. 
"That determination is to uphold 
the ideal of human society which 
makes conscience 
superior 
to 
brute strength—the ideal which 
would substitute freedom for force 
in the governments of the world." 
The Pulaski memorial Monday 
was marked by removal of the re- 
mains of Gen. Wladimir 
B. 
Krzyzanowski from Brooklyn to 
Arlington national cemetery. The 
general was buried in Brooklyn 50 
years ago.

STATE WARRANTS 


Jensen Cites Law Cashing 


General Funds Warrants 


With Idle Funds. 


State Treasurer Jensen is no 


longer worried over the immediate 
necessity of registering state gen- 
eral fund warrants for lack of bal- 
ance in that fund. Regardless of 
whettier county treasurers remit 
liberally of funds in their hands 
due to the state Oct. 10 to be 
turned into the state general fund, 
Treasurer Jensen is resting easy 
since he discovered an old lav/, 
often enforced, which authorizes 
the state treasurer to invest not to 
exceed 60 percent of current fund 
cash on hand in state warrants. 
The general fund Saturday had 
balance of only $135,000. WJth 
remittance from county treasurers 
due on mails arriving Monday and 
Tuesday the treasurer believes he 
will have ample funds to run for 
a time until the usual larger fall 
tax collections come in. If this 
does not prove true he said he 
would act under the law and in- 
vest cash funds now In bank in 
general fund warrants and thus 
prevent registration and save the 
tate 6 percent interest which 
state registered warrants would 
draw until they are redeemed by 
the state. 


Will Ask Opinion. 
Before doing this Jensen said he 
would ask for ah opinion from the 
attorney general to make doubly 
sure the constitutional 
provision 
prohibiting the creation of a state 
debt of more than 1100,000 would 
prevent such an Investment of 
idle state funds. 
The investment of idle funds in 
atate warrants to save registration 
of state warrants was exercised 
in the past, it is alleged by Former 
Treasurers George and Robinson, 
without objection from any source. 
It is argued that use of idle state 
funds to cash general fund war- 
rants is not creating a debt in the 
sense prohibited by the constitu- 
tion. It is also pointed out that the 
supreme court decisions concern- 
ing creation of a state debt have 
been given in cases only where the 
state proposed to issue bonds to 
be backed by a state levy. The 
atate is constantly in debt in one 
sense. It spends its tax levies, as 
do counties, authorized by law, six 
months before the taxes are col- 
lected. 
Section 77-2501, as re-enacted in 
1935 with an amendment striking 
out the payment^of 2 percent in- 
terest by the state on its bank 
deposits, still provides that the 
state treasurer may deposit cur- 
rent state funds in banks and fur-

MOTIONS DISMISSED 


BYSUPREME COURT 


Hughes 
Announces 
Chal- 


lenges of Black as Justice 


Are Rejected* 


"WASHINGTON. (UP). The supreme court dismissed two 


challenges to the right of Associate Justice Black to sit upon 
the high bench. 


The action of the high court, announced as the tribunal 


sat for its first business session of the year, put an end for 
the present to any court action to bar Black fpom his place 
upon the bench. 


Altho it was possible that at 
some later date a new challenge 
;o Black might be advanced, the 
court's action appeared to close 
:he immediate legal phase of the 
fierce controversy which has raged 
about Black. 
Chief 
Justice 
Hughes, 
with 
Black piesent on the bench, an- 
nounced the decision. 
He first rejected the motion 
presented b£ Albert Levitt, re- 
signed justice department employe. 
Levitt,' he declared, had failed to 
establish—as required by law—a 
special interest in the case. Then, 
without further explanation, the 
chief justice announced that the 
motion of Patrick Henry Kelly, 
Boston attorney, seeking- a hear- 
ing 
on Black's eligibility had 
been denied on/the same grounds. 
The court met at 12:01 p. m, 
Hug&es announced the action on 
tbe Black challenges almost im- 
mediately to the crowded court 
room. Speaking first of the Levitt 
motion, he said: "The grounds of 
this motion are that the appoint- 
ment of Justice Black by the 
president and the confirmation 
thereof by the senate of the United 
States were null and void by rea- 
son of his ineligibility under ar- 
ticle 1, section 6, clause 2, of the 
constitution of the United Spates, 
and be'cause there was no vacancy 
for which the appointment could 
lawfully be made. 
"The motion papers" disclose no 
Interest upon the part of the peti- 
tioner other than that of a citizen 
and a member of the bar of this 
court. That is insufficient. 
'It is an established principle 
that to entitle a private individual 
to invoke the judicial power to de- 
termine the validity of executive 
or legislative action he must show 
that he has sustained or.is imme- 
diately m danger of sustaining a 
direct injury as the result of that 
action and it is not sufficient that 
he has merely a general interest 
common to all member? of the 
public." 
Then, Hughes announced that

COST OF A WAR PRIZE. 


Possibly you remember the Va- 


erland. She was the largest ship 


service in 1913, 
just as 
the 


Queen Mary and the Normandie 
are monarchs today. She was the 
world's maritime wonder, capable 
of great speed and of carrying A 


Teat load across the seas. 
She 


was the kaiser's pride—a result 


f Germany's genius and desire 
o rule the waves. 


The Vaterland had been interned 


n the United States waters during 
he beginning of the World 
war. 


*Vhen this country entered 
the 


war the great ship was taken over 
by this government as a prize. It 


used as a troop transport for 


many trips, after being renamed 
he 
Leviathan. 
Nearly 
100,000 


American troops made their way 


war on this palatial vessel. 


After the,war this country allowed 
Germany 12 millions ^or the 
ves- 


sel and spent nearly 8 millions in 
reconditioning. It was turned over 
.o the United States lines for op- 
eration. In passenger trade once 
again the vessel carried nearly a 
quarter of a million people abroad 
and home again, and in that serv- 
ce it is said to have lost more 
han a million dollars. 


Now the vessel has been tied 


up at Hoboken for two years. The 
United States line preferred to pay 
this country half a million in fines 
tor not operating the vessel in 
1935 and 1936. It is now costing 
150 thousand a year to guard the 
vessel at her pier. The maritime 
commission has ordered her 
suc- 


cessor constructed. That ship will 
cost 15 millions and will be sold 
to the United States line, and the 
Leviathan will be sold back to the 
;overnment for 2 millions. Later 
t may be used as a training ship 
or sold to private interests. 


Someone should gather up the 


statistical loose ends from the his- 
tory of that vessel, and after care- 
tul figuring make out a report 
showing how much this prize of 
war has cost this country, how 
much loss it has caused private 
owners 
in 
the 
meantime, 
and 


add the deficit to our own total 
cost of the World war. 
When 


stories like that of the Leviathan 
are dug up and the figures given 
one wonders if anyone will ever 
know just how much that war 
did cost this nation. Judging from 
American experience with that one 
vessel, Germany escaped luckily. 
Without a war the great ship 
would have dug deep into the Ger- 
man treasury. Cost of 'operation 
was so great that private oper- 
ators, who got the use of the ship 
for a comparatively small 
sum, 


were heavy losers. 


WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 


Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the 
^C, says that the nation is pros- 


perous. There is ample reason to 
believe that he is right. Compara- 
tively speaking, at least, the na- 
tion is prosperous. 
It has made 


tremendous strides since the de- 
pression was at its worst. 


In view of this nominal pros- 


perity, however, Mr. Jones, an ex- 
pert on such financial subjects, is 
unable to explain the decline on 
the stock market. 
There seems 


no good reason for the decline 
the stock niaiket lo have gone as 
far as it has, 
he 
commented. 


Again Mr. Jones 
IB 
apparently 


right. 
There seems no good rea- 


son for the market slump, and cer- 
tainly not for the extent to whicl' 
the decline has continued. 


The situation, in a degree a) 


least, is like the J929 situation 
The country was enjoying pros- 
perity then, phenomenal prosper- 
ity. 
Tiie stock mai ket slumped 


The decline was entii ely out of 
reason. 


The similarity of the present sit- 


uation to that which existed 
in 


1029 causes quite gcnei al uneasi- 
ness. 
Can it be that we have 


made no progress in the last eight 
years? 
Does the present situation 


mean thnt the safeguards erected 
around the field of investment and 
the shackles placed on speculation 
have not resulted in 
any 
good 


whatsoever ? 
Can it be that a 


vague fear can again induce a 
panic which will reduce the entire 
nation to depression with little or 
no actual justification 
for such 


fear? 


Apparently the answer is "Yes." 


Those who have been sitting on 
tha sideline s have watched mar- 
ket prices boom without justifica- 
tion. 
T'ley have watched stock 


prices rise when the stocks on the 
upgrnde had not paid dividends 
for half a ilocnde nnd could not 
begin to earn n fair 
rate of in- 


terest on the mnrket price. 


If the market can boom without 


reason, then it Is inconsistent to 


demand a reason for & slump. Per- 
haps Mr. Jones is right and th« 
country is prosperous. If so, then 
the market does not represent this 
irosperity. The market has long 
since exceeded in inflated values 
the extent of our prosperity. It is 
artificially high and may drop to 
an unjustified low without refer- 


nco to the actual situation exist- 
ing in the country. 


WAITING ON APPEALS. 


A couit verdict of guilty and a 


sentence does not always mean 
:hat the defendant must pay the 
penalty. That fact is illustrated 
by the aftermath of the election 
fraud convictions in Kansas City. 
From 
those convictions half 
a 


dozen defendants appealed to the 
federal circuit court of appeals. 
Arguments on these appeals are 
now being heard at St. Louis. 


As a result of these appeals, 


other defendants under indictment 
and yet to te tried have benefited. 
When court convened the other 
day in Kansas City the judge an- 
nounced that election fraud cases 
that might be affected by appeals 
now being heard would 
be de- 


ferred until a decision on the ap- 
peal is heard from the St. Louis 
court. This means a delay of pos- 
sibly several months. 


The appeals attack the indict- 


ments against those convicted. It 
is alleged that the indictments re- 
turned do not charge a crime. It 
is further alleged that the trial 
judge in the 
lower 
court was 


prejudiced 
and 
further 
alleged 


that he should not have heard the 
cases, objection to his presiding in 
these cases having been filed at 
the time. 
These objections were 


overruled. 
The lower court now 


holds that if 
the 
higher 
court 


should hold against his decision 
that he could properly hear the 
cases, it will of course affect his 
right to hear other cases of a like 
nature. 
Therefore he desires to 


postpone further trials until a de- 
cision has been recorded. 


Federal prosecutors of election 


fraud charges at Kansas City have 
been energetic and relentless. If 
the higher court dismisses the ap- 
peal it is believed that a number 
of defendants now charged may 
change their pleas to guilty. 


Regardless of what the outcome 


in these election fraud cases may 
be, Kansas City political machines 
have received 
a severe 
shock. 


There may be voting frauds in the 
future in that city, hut political 
bosses and precinct manipulators 
will make a more effective effort 
to cover up what they do. Politi- 
cal bosses are less fearful of state 
and county courts than they are 
of the federal courts. The power 
of Uncle Bam in such matters has 
been very much impressed upon 
them. 


MOItE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
An Illinois woman who has rel- 


atives in Iowa and Nebraska paid 
hem a visit not long ago. 
In 


owa she saw on the farms of her 
icople great cornfields. 
In Ne- 


iraska she saw the fields blasted 
by heat and drouth with a yield 
.1 almost nothing. 
"But what I 


noted most," she said, "was that 
n Iowa I heard more complaints 
.bout the crops, about conditions, 
,bout the weather and about the 
:ost of living. 
In Nebraska my 
oiks kept their chins in the air, 
didn't discuss their bad luck and 
spent the time visiting with me 
and talking over old times and 
"amity affairs. 
What is it that 


nakes Nebraskans take their pun- 
shment with so little complaint,

Nebraska is glad that the Iowa

plants. 


FOOTNOTES. 


While Great Britain and France 


await a reply to their invitation 
to Italy to confer with them on the 
question of withdrawing all for- 
eign troops from Spain, Mussolini 
continues to send reinforcements 
to that war torn country, says 
the Baltimore Sun. He makes no 
effort whatever 
to 
conceal his 


moves or to pretend that he is not 
actively and increasingly interven- 
ing in Spanish affairs. 
On the 


contrary, he is making it as plain 
as anyone in his position can that 
he intends, if possible, to win the 
civil war for the fascist cause be- 
fore the beginning of winter. He 
has permitted one of his sons, 
Bruno, to head a warplane expe- 
dition into Spain, which, as its 
first act, bombarded the tempor- 
ary capital of 
Valencia, killing 


more than 100 civilians. 


This may be Mussolini's way of 
answering the Anglo-French invi- 
tation. Ho may be attempting to 
show London and Paris that nol 
only does he not intend to accept 
the opportunity they have given 
him to save his face but is daring 
them to demand openly that he 
retire from 
Spain.

Mussolini has completely blinder 
himself to what is happening 
this world he must know that he 
is not merely challenging the Brit- 
ish and the French.

DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 


Facts and 
Fallacies about 
the 


Human Wrapper. 


It takes from IVs to nearly 2 


square yards of skin to cover an 
adult of full size. 


A healthy, well nourished indi- 


•idual has no more skin than is 
necessary as a wrapper. The skin 
"is elastic and it is under constant 
moderate stretch or tension. Cut 
Jiru the styin and the edges of the 
Ticision or wound immediately re- 
:ract. The edges must be drawn 
:ogether by stitching or by other 
means to produce healing with a 
minimum of scar. 


This tension or stretching1 of the 
skin over the body contributes to 
the firmness, grace and beauty of 
i.he body in youth. It helps to re- 
store the normal contour or shape 
after stretching or displacement. 
This resiliency of the wrapper or 
three way stretch is due not en- 
tirely to the elastic fibres in the 
skin but partly to the voluntary 
and involuntary muscle fibres in 
the skin itself and to the resiliency 
or tone of the skeletal muscles 
under the skin. 


The texture and condition of the 


skin, and of course the state of 
the "complexion," depends upon 
the general health and that is 
largely a question of nutrition. 
And 
nutrition, > in 
the 
scientific 


sense, means much more 
than 


food, as any one who reads the 
red book "Victuals and Vite" will 
readily understand. 


Slight oiliness or greasiness to- 


gether with the fine, almost invisi- 
ble growth of delicate hair or fuzz 
that covers the skin everywhere 
except over the soles and palms, 
give skin the soft, velvety feel. 


The oiliness or greasiness, uni- 


versal over the surface of the skin, 
is due partly to the secretion of 
fat (sebum) by the sebaceous and 
sweat glands, and partly to the 
formation of some fatty material 
in the cells of the horny epidermis 
or outer layer of skin. This skin 
oil serves to keep the skin soft 
and warm, pliable, clean and clear 
or beautiful. Moreover it tends to 
shed water and to keep the skin 
impermeable. It is comparable with 
oil on furniture—brings out the 
natural color. Later the skin oil 
will be discussed further. 


There is no difference between 


the skin of blond or brunet, white

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Alkalinity Is 
A Digestive 


Disorder 


Condition Is Rare, but 


May Be Caused by 
Overdoses of Soda

RECENTLY I told you some- 


thing about acidity of the system 
and what it means to health. To- 
day I want to tell you about the 
opposite condition, known medical- 
ly as alkalinity, or alkali poisoning. 


This condition is comparatively 


- rare. 
It is sometimes suffered by 


those who are accustomed to taking 
bicarbonate of soda, baking soda, 
for the relief of indigestion and 
other digestive disturbances. 


Not long ago I explained the 


function of certain glands located 
in the lining of the stomach. These 
particular glands manufacture hy- 
drochloric acid. Associated with an 
Increase in the quantity of this acid, 
there may be heartburn, indiges- 
tion, nausea, "biliousness" and ex- 
cessive gas formation. 
As I have 


indicated, many persons take seme 
alkali to relieve the discomfort of 
this condition. 


There are dangers attached to 


the excessive tise of soda. 
It is 


quite possible to cause alkali poi- 
soning by taking too much. 


Seek Real Cause 


Do not misunderstand me: Oc- 


casionally a dose of soda is valu- 
able in overcoming such symptoms. 
But it is unwise to depend entirely 
upon drugs of this kind on the 
theory that they aid digestion. If 
there is some disturbance in the 
secretion of acid, permanent relief 
can be obtained only by determin- 
ing the cause of the disorder. 


The victim of alkali poisoning 


usually shows a definite change in 
his disposition. 
He becomes irri- 


table and unreasonable. He is less 
alert mentally and lacks that "pep", 
vim and vigor, which are charac- 
teristic of a healthy individual. 


Sometimes the real nature of the 


trouble is overlooked. It may be 
confused with a nervous breakdown 
when in reality the chronic soda 
eater is actually suffering from the 
effects of alkalinity. 
Occasionally 


the victim reaches an advanced 
stage of poisoning. Then the eyes 
ehow marked inflammation and the 
urine la loaded with albumin and 
other abnormal substances. 


Fortunately, 
the 
disorder 
is 


quickly corrected. All is well as 
soon as the drug Is withdrawn. The

MEDIUM INCOMES BUY 


MOST OF CITY'S CARS 


Upper Income Classes Said 


Relatively Unimportant 


As Consumers. 


Families reporting incomes be- 


tween $1,000 and $3,000 own about 
52 percent of all automobiles used 
In Lincoln, and about 59 percent 
of all mechanical refrigerators in 
this city, according to a study 
made by the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce, United 
States department of commerce. 


Lincoln is one of a group of 


cities included in studies on "Con- 
sumer Use of Selected Goods and 
Services by Income Classes." The 
report shows the part played by 
families of every income class in 
the total reported 
use of such 
goods as building materials, heat- 
ing apparatus of various kinds, 
fuels for different purposes, and 
installed bath tubs or showers. Cn 
the basis of number of users of 
these products, including certain 
conveniences often referred to as 
luxuries, the upper income classes 
in Lincoln, as well as in the other 
cities covered, are shown to be 
of relatively small importance as 
consumers. 


Slightly less than 1 percent of 
all reporting families in Lincoln 
had incomes above $7,000 for the 
year covered and about 8 percent 
had incomes of $3,000 or in ex- 
cess of that amount. Twelve per- 
cent 
had 
between 
$2,000 and 


$3,000, while more than 80 per- 
cent reported incomes below $2,OCO. 
The large groups reporting in- 
comes of less than 52,000 include 
about three and one-half times as 
many families having bath tub 
installations as were reported in 
this city for all higher income 
classes combined. Among other 
highlights in the data for Lincoln, 
the study indicates that families 
in this city, on the whole, use 
about two and one-half times as 
many automobiles as mechanical 
refrigerators. 
Central 
heating 
plants are used by about S3 per- 
cent of all reporting families.

WASHINGTON. (UP). The de- 


partment of agriculture Monday 
estimated this year's corn crop at 
2,561,936,000 
bushels and wheat 


production at 886,805,000 bushels. 


The Nebraska corn crop was 


estimated at 74,350,000 bushels by 
the agricatural department. 


The condition of the corn crop 


Oct. 1 was 78 percent of normal, 
indicating an average yield of 26.6 
bushels per acre, the department's 
crop reporting board said. 


Winter wheat production totaled 


688,140,000 bushels and 
spring 


wheat 
198,750,000 
bushels, 
the 


board reported. The crop was the 
largest since 1931. Production last 
year was 626,461,000 bushels. 


The estimated corn crop more 


than 1,000,000,000 bushels larger 
than last year, and the wheat crop 
200,000.000 larger than 1936 will 
result in surpluses which depart- 
ment officials say require a special 
session of congress to enact crop 
control legislation for next year.

BIG YIELDS IN THE 


Dr. Condra Brings Glowing; 


Reports from Western 


Part of State. 


Dr. G. E. .Condra, dean and di- 


rector of the conservation ar)d sur- 
vey division of the "University of 
Nebraska, 
returned 
to 
Lincoln 


Monday morning from a tour thru 
the western end of the state where 
he has been inspecting the prog- 
ress of the ground water study 
being made of Scottsbluff county. 
Dr. Condra returned with glowing 
reports from the irrigation dis- 
tricts thru the state, along the 
middle Platte valley as well as ir- 
rigated sections 
farther to the 


northwest. 


"Sugar beets are producing" an 


unusually good yield," he said. 
"Corn, in the irrigated areas, is 
yielding 50 to 70 or more bushels 
to the acre, while the potato crop 
is one of the greatest in recent 
years. In some localities, produc- 
ers are averaging 300 bushels or 
more to the acre. In order to take 
care of this year's bumper crop, a 
good many potato cellars have 
been constructed, some of them 
capable 
of 
holding 
30 
to 
50 


thousand bushels." 


The 
water 
survey 
work 
In 


Scottsbluff county proper ha? been 
carried on thruout the summer by 
geologists from the conservation 
and survey division and represen- 
tatives of the U. S. geological sur- 
vey. 
Particular emphasis has been 


given the study of the quantity, 
quality, and direction of movement 
of ground water in the county, 
with a special study of the amount 
of water that is replaced by means 
of irrigation and by underground 
flow. Dr. Condra, after rev'owing 
the findings at Scottsbluff, believes 
that in some parts of this area 
pump irrigation can be extended,
